Form of Neu ritis

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TASTING WHISKY 
PLEASANT TASK 
FOR THESE MEN

COLUMBUS. March 9 — (INS» — 
Whisky, whisky, 
whisky—cordials, 
gin and wine—750 tastes a year, and 
still the young man from W ester­ 
ville, home of the WCTU, isn't even 
close to being a drunk. 
In fact. William D. Angell, chem­ 
ist in charge of the State Liquor 
dep artm ent’s 
laboratory,, 
doesn't 
even keep 
the stuff 
around 
the 
house. Neither does his assistant, 
W alter H. Doring of Columbus. 
Angell, 29 -year-old holder of a 
science degree from Ohio 
State, 
says he’ll accep t a Scotch and soda 
with little or no arm-twisting, but 
his p ocketbook 
won't go 
beyond 
beer. 
Doring, who has graduated 
from Ohio State’s art college with 
majors in bacteriology and 
chem­ 
istry, says he has been known to 
take on an occasional bourbon ana 
soda—but only occasionally. 
Both men who sp end their days 
surrounded by the best and worst 
liquors In the state agree: 
“It’s Just like working in a candy 
store. You get used to the stuff ---- 
Simp ly being around liquor won’t 
make a drunk. 
It may for some 
p eop le, but those p eop le p robably 
would have been drunks anyway.” 
Select Samples 
It's the p leasant duties of these 
young 
men 
to 
analyze random 
samp les taken from state liquor 
stores, new marchandise submitted 
by distillers, liquor confiscated in 
raids and bottles sent back by dis­ 
satisfied customers.* 
Angell and Doring figure 
this 
runs a little more than 1,500 bottles 
a year and they taste all but the 
ones confiscated by 
the 
enforce­ 
ment division. 
Moreover, they’re going to take on 
wine testing on Ap ril I. They say 
the beer and wine 
division 
has 
handled this heretofore on a more 
or less hap hazard basis. 
The fellows—both around 30—say 
liquor tasting calls' for no p articu­ 
lar ap titudes. Just p ractice. Then 
they hold a coup le of bottles of p re­ 
war stuff In reserve just for com­ 
p arison. 
Angell said: 
“Every time we feel like giving a 
rsew brand a rating of ‘Ex cellent,’ we 
take a rap at one of these old bot­ 
tles and then say the new one Is 
just 'very good’.” • 
This may sound like 
something 
from Hogarth but the ordeals of 


these selfless yp ung scientists are 
more closely allied to the tortures 
of tantalus. 
You see, they can’t swallow any 
of this fruit of the field and vine. 
They sp it it out. As Angell p uts it: 
“One swallow and your taster is 
done for the day.” 
Angell and Doring take about two 
and a half days to run a hatch of 
eight samp les through a comp licat­ 
ed series of gadgets which test for 
everything from esthers, which give 
liquor its bouquet, to wood alco­ 
hol, which will blind you. 
TTiey use about half a bottle In 
the tests. 
And what hap p ens to 
the rest of the liquor? 
Angell says: 
“It breaks my heart to tell you 
this, but we p our it down the 
drain.”

SUGGESTS FACT 
FINDERS BE SENT 
INTO RUSSIA NOW

CLEVELAND. M arch 9— <AP> — 
M ethodist Bishop O. Bromley Ox- 
nam says President T rum an should 
try to send a non-political fa ct­ 
finding commission to Russia.

He proposed the plan before 400

threatening world peace. The con­ 
ference on "the churches and world 
order” is sponsored by the d e part­ 
m ent of international Justice and 
goodwill of the federal council of 
the C hurches of C hrist in America. 
No Negotiation 
O xnam said such a delegation 
would not negotiate agreem ents or 
engage in political discussions. He 
suggested its m em bers te draw n 
from fields of religion, education, 
business, labor and science. 
Purpose of the exchange, he said, 
would be “to become acquainted 
and to return and tell the people 
w hat they found." 
O xnam was one of several speakers 
who em phasized tha t Protestants, 
as citizens, should work to increase 
Christian influence in international 
relations. 
Dr. Howard Y. McCluskv of Ann 
Arbor, Mich., professor of educa-, 
tional psychology a t the University 
of M ichigan, claimed churches took 
a “ low view” 
of 
their 
potential 
strength and relegated direction of 
foreign affairs to secular agencies. 
Today the conference split into 
study groups to work out practical 
courses of action which will im ple­ 
m ent the gathering’s announced In­ 
tention of trying to bring about in ­ 
ternational “peace. Justice and wel­ 
fare ’*
